The officw was at 
once surrounded by a mob intent upon 
rescuing their companion. One of the 
mob drew a revbhrer, and a riot was nar- 
rowly averted. Gray held on to hin man 
and kept the mob back until assistance 
arrived. 

The Poles celebrated the one hun- 
dn»dth snniverearv of the adoption of 
their constitution by a parade and meet- 
ing here yesterday.

The Clevalaad Saving ami Loan .^aaoela* 
tlon a Thine of the l>a«t. 

CLKVEuaJD, O., May 4.— The Cleve- 
land Savings and Loan associatioa, 
doing business on the beneficial order 
plan, has collapsed. The association 
was one of those peculiar organizations 
agreeing to pay big returns for email in- 
vestments. Its prospectus stated that 
bonds would be redeemed at amounts 
ran^ng from $200 to $680 within a limit 
of hve years. The amount paid in was 
much less. J. C. Mauldine, of Balti- 
more, enlist^Hl local cmital in the orgai|- 
izatton, and J. B. Heller, J. H. Sunp- 
liner. W. E. Craig, A. V. Kurtz and R. 
F. Jones were elected directors, and W. 
B. Baine, a prominent politician, presi- 
dent. Baiue resigned some three months 
ago. The society was prosperous and 
soon had 500 membm reducea by lapsee 
to :t87. U p to date it had paid df twen- 
ty-two bonds. 

For the last two months it had been 
in a shaky coiulition and finally gave up 
altogethei'. .\ii iigreemeiit lias been 
reachetl to p,ay up eighty-five cents on 
the dollar of the funds left, and it is not 
likely that individual bondholders will 
lose more than pW on an average. Tlie 
officers of the concern declare that the 
rage lor making such investments with 
concerns agreeing to i>uy iu quicker time 
is what kil led them.

The Democratic mas.i meeting Satur- 
ilay afternoon was a lively one 

The wrangle between the oi>po8inu 
faotionB resulted in two meetings, and an 
iiHual Ma.son County will show up at the 
i^tate convention with two seta of dele- 
gates. 

The Clay followers oigMiised the meet- 
ing by electing Henator Fbynts Chairman 
and Mr. C. L. Bailee Secretary. After the 
appointment of the committee to select 
delegates a resolution offered by Mr. 
Kehoe caused a war of words, and the 
meeting finally resolved it«<elf into a dis- 
gracefnl wrangle during which it was 
impossible to hear what was done. After 
the Clay meeting adjourned and left the 
room, the other side held a qniet, orderly 
meetini.'. The ofllcial proceedings of 
both iiieetinga are published below. 

The Democrats of Mason County assem- 
bled in mass oonvention at the court 

houte in Maysville at 2 p. m. Saturday 
May 2, 1801, to select delegates to the 
State Convention thatoonvenes in Louis- 
ville May 13, 1891.

Baldwin, who moved for a division of the 
house to each aide, which was carried 
an<l upon division had, Geo. W. Snlscr 
morcd that Mr. Poyntr. be det'lared 
Chairman by acclanmiation, which was 
done.

chair. He sUted that the first thing be- 
fore the convention was the election of a 

perniaiieiil Chairman, uiid lliat noni- 
inations were now in order. John B. 
Holton was nominated and elected with- 
out op]iositioii ami by acclamation. 

He announced tliat nominations for 
Secretary were in order. George B. Gill 
anil Jtidge Thoma.s R. Phister were nom- 
inateil. liotb noiniiiationH were sec- 
onded. Judge Phister arose and .said 
that he felt compelled to decline the 
nomination, that while be himself felt 
that he had been treated with personal 
discourtesy by the Chairman of the other 
convention and that there was a manifest 
disposition to trcnl the o|>)po.>^itiiin un- 
fairly, yet it was plainly evident tliat the 
Clay men were in a majority in the first 
meeting and tliat while be deprecated 
the conduct of the first meeting, he was 
opposed to the holding of any second 
meeting or any action thereby, and hence 
Wuld not be a candidate for any of its 
places. Geo. ;R. Gill was then unani- 
mously ele< ted Secretary of the meeting.

On motion, the report of the committee 
wiiH received and adopted, and the afore- 
named persons selected to represent the 
Democracy of Mason County in the con- 
vention at Ix>uisville. 

Divers and sundry resolutions instruct- 
ing the delegates to cast the vote of this 
convention for divers men for different 
oflUes, but after a free discusHion they 
were ail withdrawn without vote, and it 
was unanimously resolved that the dele- 
gratt!H from this convention go wholly 
iminstructed as to any individual candi- 
date for any particular oAoe, but that ac- 
cepting the trust ,from this convention 
their selection as delegates, they shall at 
all times and in all honorable ways en- 
deavor to secure a free axpiMsion of the 
will of the Democracy of Mason County 
in any and all issues that may come up 
beforo the State convention. 

George R. Gill then offered the follow- 
ing resolution : * 

Hadittt, That tbe body of Democrats of Maaon 
County, Ky., now In maaa meetlnf SMem- 
bled, deaire in tbe name of tme Oemoeiaoy, of 
the rights of Ibe peoptoi o( law and eider abiding 
citiaeu, of pure laomla and of oomawa deoency 
to enter tbeir solemn protest against the notion 
of tbe meeting Juat adloomed, ealUng itself a 
county convention of tbe Demoetaey of Mason 
Od., Ky.

tbe Democracy of Mason County, Kentucky.

Reports from reliable correspondentH 
all over the tState moke substantially the 
fnl lowing report as to the crops men- 
tioned : 

Wheat— The acreage compared with 
last year has not been detennined,but wil I 

be given .Tune 1st. The stand was remark- 
ably good, and all wheat litdds present a 
betterand more uniform ajipearanei' than 
for years past. The seeding was finished 
in reasonably good time. The winter has 
been favorable to its growth, ami nohiiid- 
erances have occurred to delay its growth 
and, up to this time, no insect pests are 
complaineil of. except in a few localities 
in Western Kentucky, where some com- 
plaint is made of the Hessian fly. It in 
very stalky, green and \ igorous ; iiof so 
(all as is u.-^ual. With a season like the 
])aRt, but taking it all together, a better 
Itrospect lias never been known in the 
.State at tiiis season of the year, .\verage 
condition, 1 10. 

I've The condition of rye is lOo as an 
average; the airi'Sge, as coini)aretl with 
last year, will be given June Ist, 

(irass— The rantinuous rains of the 
spring, and the recent open weather, 
have all combined to makethi' gras.sesas 
good and tender as could be desired. 
Spring sown clover has generally made a 
sjilendid stanil, and at this date w as never 
more promising. Yearling clover was 
never better. Timothy meadows are 102 
ill condition. 

t'orii - Corn jilaiitiiig, by rea.«on of e.t- 
cespive rains in March and the early jtart 
of April, is about eight to teti days late; 
but planting i.s now in full blast, and will 
be completed in a few days, except that 
M'hich is intended for late use. There 
has been a great scarcity of good seed 
corn; but the bi'jli pi ice will, no doubt, 
stimulate a large acreage. 

The acreage In onts will bo very small 
conijiared with a fa\iirable season. The 
seed were scarce and high, and could not 
bp generally sown until too late to war- 
rant good results, on acciMiiit of the wet 
condition of the ground. Consequently, 
we may expect a small acreage. 

Tobacco 1 can say nothing as to this 
<T<ip, except the fact that many bed.s wi're 
Sown late; but I hear no complaint of 
seeil not coming up. There has been a 
larg(* amount of seed sown, and the 
weather conditions have been favorable 
so far. I distributed from this oftice a 
large amount ot seed, and have had no 
eoinplaint of them not coming U|i. C>f 
course, the future can only determine as 
to the ontcome of this as well as other 
crop.s. I jiropose each month to L'ive re- 
liable dataasto crop conditions, together 
with comparative acreage as the season 
progresses. I have about twelve hundred 
correspondents located in every Magis- 
terial district in the State, and will make 
every effort U) make my reports reliable. 

Fruit— The jirospect for fruit of all 
kinds was never more flattering. 

Uardens— Tliere lias been a great 
scarcity of garden seed, but, notwith- 
standing, there seems to be a great desire 
w ith the people to increase their efforts 
in this dUiection, and, with afiivonble 
season, we will have no cause of com- 
plaint. 

The land has generally broken np rather 

tough on account of the want of freezes 
during the winter— and the amount of 
plowing done to date is only 80 per cent, 
of last year. 

.Stock — Stock of all kinds are in 
s]dendid condition. While ordinary food 
has been scarce, the spring gresseshuve 
come to the rescue, and very little com- 
plaint is made of any disease. Very
